172.700. These employees are defined as hazmat employees and includes anyone who:

e Loads, unloads, or handles hazardous materials;

e Designs, manufactures, inspects, marks, maintains, reconditions, repairs, or tests a package, container, or packaging
component that is represented, marked, certified, or sold as qualified for use in transporting hazardous materials in
commerce;

e  Prepares hazardous materials for transportation;

e Isresponsible for the safety of hazardous materials; or

e Operates a vehicle used to transport hazardous materials
